Dear Ms. Misra: 

This letter aeknowledges the reeeipt of your Freedom of Information Aet 
request to the Department of Homeland Seeurity (DHS) Offiee of 
Inspeetor General (OIG), dated September 6, 2019, seeking all signifieant 
ineident reports (SIRs) and signifieant event notifieations (SENs) between 
Deeember 14, 2018 and July 7, 2019 regarding the ongoing investigation 
into the death of 7-year-old migrant girl Jakelin Caal in Customs and 
Border Proteetion; 2. All materials relied upon by DHS-OIG in the 
ongoing investigation into the death of Jakelin Caal, ineluding, but not 
limited to, photographs, interview notes, and eleetronie or paper 
eommunieations; 3. Department of Homeland Seeurity ageney 
eomponents, ineluding, but not limited to, ICE, GBP, and Immigrant 
Health Serviees Corps, between Deeember 14 and July 7, 2019 regarding 
the death of Jakelin Caal; 3. All follow-up eommunieations from OIG to 
any DHS ageney eomponent or Congressional liaison regarding the death 
of Jakelin Caal between Deeember 14, 2018 and July 7, 2019; 4. All 
eommunieations between OIG and subjeet-matter experts, ineluding, but 
not limited to, publie health offieials regarding the death of Jakelin Caal, 
between Deeember 14, 2018 and July 7, 2019. DHS-OIG reeeived your 
request on September 6, 2019, and assigned it the above-referenced 
tracking number. 

We have determined that this is a duplicate of request number 2019- 
IGFO-00201, which was received in this office on July 12, 2019, and is 
currently in the search process for pertinent files. As such, because 
DHS-OIG is already responding to this request, this duplicate has been 
administratively closed. Additionally, had this request not been 
administratively closed as a duplicate, your request for expedited 
processing would have been denied since your letter failed to provide a 




detailed explanation for seeking expedited proeessing as required by 
federal regulations. 6 C.F.R. § 5.5(e)(3).
